And bycauſe $ time of 
Eaſter is ſo at hand, and that great nombers,not only of the nobility and gentlemen, but 
alſo of thecommon people of this realme, be: certainly perſuaded in coſcyence in ſuch ſo:t 
as they cannot be induced in any wiſe to communicate o2 recetue the ſatd holy ſacrament 
but vnder bothe kindes accozdinge to the firſt inſtitution, and to the common vſe both of 
the Jpoſtells and the p:zimatiue church. Ind foz that alſo the fozſaide ſfatute nowe made 
in this laſt parliament being of great length,cannot be pzinted and publiſhed abzode,no: 
any other maner of dyuine ſeruice fo: the communion of the ſarde holy Sacrament(than 
that whiche is nowe vſed in the churche)can peefently be eflabliſhed by any lawe, vntyll 
further time therfoze maye bee had. Foz to auoide al contention and difcozde,and to quy- 
et the conſciences ofſuche great nombers:Jt ts thought neceſlarie to her mateſtie, by the 
aduiſe of ſondzp of her nobility and Commons lately aſſembled ty parliament, to ſignify 
and declare,like as by this p:eſent pzoclamacyon her maieſtie dothe ſignifie and declare 
to all maner her maieſties ſubicctes, that the fo:ſaide ſtatute made in the ſaid firſt pere of 
kinge Edwarde the ſyrte, is nowe wholly reuiued and tn fozce,to almaner of purpoſes, 
and intentes,and that the ſame is and ought to be folowed,obeted and vſed. Ind therfo:e 
her mateſtie by the ſaide adutſe,ſtraitly commaundeth and chargeth al maner of perſons, 
and ſpecially all maner paſto:s and Curates to whom the mtniſtracion of the ſaide holye 
ſacrament doth belong, charitably and quietlye to obſerue the fourme and maner of the 
ſaid effatute nowe reuiued, concerning the miniftracion vader both kyndes. Ind pet lea(k 
dillftion 02 diſquiet might arriſe, if in any place the pzeiſtes and miniſters of ſome church 
hall refuſe to deliuer the ſaide holy ſacrament in both kindes to their pariſhoners which 
hal humbly requper the ſame:her maieſtie by thaduiſe afozeſaid requireth # commaun- 
deth all maner her ſubiectes, that ſo (hall reuerently and humblye tequier the ſame, and 
cannot haue it quietly graunted by their pzetlt oz curate, pet not to moleſt the ſaid pzerſt 
at this time of Eaſter fo: the ſame, leaft occaſion therby be giuen of bzeach of charity: but 
to reſozte to ſome other honef, diſcrete and learned p:eilt and minilter,either in the ſame 
churche oz fume other, x to receiue of him the ſaid holy ſacrament reuerently, vnder both 
kindes ass aboueſaid. Ind notwithſtanding the ſame,to pay al maner other tithes and
